During the last two months the new car 
has been very busily engaged. Members 
may be interested to know that since it was 
obtained last November it has travelled, 
over 7,000 miles. I have divided this very 
brief chronicle of visits paid by Mr. Butler 
or myself into two heads : Propaganda 
(mainly to schools), and visits to Federation 
and Group meetings. 

Propaganda Visits. —Feb. 5, Uttoxeter.— 
Alleyne’s Grammar School, where an address 
was given to 120 boys and five masters. 
Some boys there are learning. Feb. 14, 
Alford. —120 children at the Senior Council 
School. Here also, a teacher hopes to start 
a class after school hours. Feb. 15, Wisbech. 
—At the High School 70 girls, and at the 
Grammar School 50 boys, were an interested 
audience. Feb. 22, Mansfield, Pleasley Hill 
School, to some 50 children, most of whom 
are already learning Esperanto. An 
excellent supporting speech from the 
Director of Education, who was present. The 
same afternoon at Chesterfield Central 
Senior Girls' School, where 174 girls learning 
Esperanto under three teachers gave an 
excellent display of singing, playlets, etc. 
I congratulate all concerned. Feb. 26, 
Cheltenham. —At Pate’s Grammar School 
220 girls were put into touch with Mr. 
Appleby, who should be deluged with 
enquiries. Feb. 27, Bath. —Weston C.E. 
Senior School, 70 children, very keen. 
Clifton and Horfield.— Three schools, with 
490 children and 13 teachers. Feb. 28, 
three schools in Bristol, with 430 scholars 
and nine teachers. At one of these our 
Education Secretary received his education 
35 years ago, and our leaflet “Pros and 
Cons” first appeared in the School Magazine. 
A propaganda meeting in Bath in the. 
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evening ; a class resulted. Mar. 1, two 
schools in Bristol and Filton, and a class 
of scouts, and a visit to Prof. Dirac's 
enthusiastic students at Bishop Road 
Technical College. 

In Bristol and Bath, thanks to help by 
Mr. Tordoff, Mr. Smart, and the Rev. D. W. 
Lawson, in three days nine schools and five 
other meetings were addressed, and 700 
books sold (at one school of quite young 
children—Sefton Park—100 books being 
sold the same day). This shows what can be 
done with active local collaboration. Other 
groups please note, and do likewise. 

Federations and Groups. —During the last 
few weeks visits have been paid to Federa¬ 
tion Conferences or Group Meetings as 
follows:—Jan. 4, North London Club. 11, 
Southend, Cheltenham. 12, South Wales 
and Mon. Federation Conference. 19, 
Yorkshire Federation Conference. 22, 
London Club. 24, Walthamstow. 26, 
Lancashire and Cheshire Federation Con¬ 
ference. Feb. 14, Wisbech. 16, South- 
Eastern Federation Conference, West 
Midland Federation Conference. 21, 
Nottingham. 22, Chesterfield. 23, Eastern 
Federation Conference. 24, Ipswich. 27, 
Bristol. 

In each place I have spoken chiefly on the 
Three-Year-Plan. Almost invariably I have 
found that those present were full of 
enthusiasm and ready to work for its 
fulfilment when it was realised what success 
would mean. It appears to me that there 
are still many members who regard it as 
simply another appeal to help the B.E.A. 
It is not. It is a definite attempt to put the 
movement in this country in such a strong 
position that, when success has been 
achieved, it should not be necessary to 
appeal for donations and other types of 
financial support when special efforts are 
required. 

That time has not yet arrived. Y'ou can 
bring it nearer by working for the success 
of the plan. In the interim we still need 
support for the Motor-Car and Propaganda 
Fund. March is an expensive month, as 
insurance then falls due. These lines, 
though necessarily brief, show what useful 
work is done, thanks to the Car, and I hope 
that those who can spare a few shillings 
occasionally will not forget it.

AN OPEN LETTER TO ESPERANTISTS. 

For some time we have had under consideration the 
frequently repeated criticism that Esperanto books 
are too expensive. It must however be realised that 
the price of a book depends largely on the number of 
copies printed, and that this in turn depends on 
probable sales. 

In view of the improvement in sales of our books 
during the past year, we have decided to make a bold 
experiment. 

We are now preparing for publication an Esperanto 
translation of "Up the Ladder of Gold" by E. Phillips 
Oppenheim. This is an extremely interesting story, 
in Oppenheim’s best vein, with an international 
scene of action, and a central idea which will appeal 
to all Esperantists. We hope to publish it in June, 
and intend printing a sufficiently large edition to 
enable it to be sold, in cloth, at 3/6 net, the same 
price as the English edition. If this venture meets 
with the support of Esperantists, we hope to publish 
further books at the same price.

Southend-on-Sea, Whitsuntide, June 7—11, 1935 


OFFICIAL BULLETIN 


Invitation. —The Congress is being held at 
Southend on the invitation of His Worship the 
Mayor. Congress members will be the guests of 
His Worship at an official Reception and Ball, on 
Saturday, June 8th. 

All members, other than residents in Southend, 
will be entitled to free use of Corporation trams and 
'buses ; seats at bandstand, on cliffs, promenade, 
etc. ; pier, swimming bath, municipal golf links, 
and other amenities. 

Patrons. —The Congress is under the Patronage 
of H.R.H. The Duke of Connaught, Sir Norman 
Angell, and many well-known local educationists 
and other public men. 

Fee. —The Congress Fee is 3/6 (5/- after May 
20th). For young people under 18 years, 1/6. 

Headquarters.— -An imposing suite of rooms has 
been booked at the Palace Hotel as Congress 
Headquarters, including the Ball Room, the White 
Room and the Chinese Room ; these will be at the 
disposal of members during the whole period. The 
Hotel itself is in a fine central position overlooking 
the Pier and the sea. 

Secretary. —The Congress Secretary is Mr. A. C. 
Brown, b.a., m.r.s.t., 43 Tunbridge Avenue, 

Southend-on-Sea, who will be very pleased to send 
copies of an illustrated folder with tear-off enrolment 
form, on application. 

Accommodation. —Bed and breakfast may be 
booked as under:— 

{a) Palace Hotel, 8/6. With sea view, 9/6. 
Intending visitors are reminded that this is a 
first-class hotel (A.A. and R.A.C.), and that 
as it is Congress headquarters those who are 
able to stay here will not only help the 
organizing committee, but will also have the 
advantage of being “on the spot.” A number 
of local Esperantists have already decided to 
make the Palace Hotel their home during the 
Congress. 

(b) Private. Hotels, 6/6. 

(c) Apartments, 5/-. 

(d) Canvp. —See separate heading. 

Congress Camp. —The Camp will be situated 
at South Shoebury Ilall Farm, two or three minutes 
from the sea and shops. The cost of a site for a 
tent is 1/- per night, or 3/6 for the whole week-end. 
Those not having a tent of their own can hire one 
from the organizers, or pay for a place in a tent 
shared with others. Full particulars and enrol¬ 
ment form can be obtained from Mr. F. Kennedy, 
62 Walker Drive, Leigh-on-Sea. 

Travel Facilities. —Trains run very frequently 
both from Fenchurch Street (L.M.S.), and Liverpool 
Street (L.N.E.R.). Congress members are advised 
wherever possible to travel on Friday and avoid 
the holiday rush. A short period return ticket 
(valid for a month) costs 4/9, and is available for 
return by either line. This is the lowest rate, with 
the exception of the day return (3/6), which is 
available on one line only. 

Divine Service. —The Congress Service in Esper¬ 
anto will be held on Whit Sunday afternoon at 
Crowstone Congregational Church, Westcliff, from 


which Services have been broadcast on several 
occasions by the B.B.C. The Service will be 
conducted by the Rev. W. J. Downes, M.A., b.d., 
of Tonbridge, and the lessons will be read by the 
Rev. A. A. Lee, the Minister of Crowstone Church. 

Excursion. —Special attention is drawn to the 
motor coach excursion on Whit Monday. A visit 
will be paid to Beeleigh Abbey, one of the earliest 
monastical foundations in the country, where, 
by the courtesy of the present occupier, Congress 
members will have an opportunity of looking over 
the extremely interesting and beautiful house and 
grounds. Lunch will be taken at Colchester, where 
the Corporation have kindly arranged to show the 
party round the ancient city, full of historic interest. 
The first part of the return journey will lie through 
the country immortalised by John Constable, and 
thence over the high land of Danbury Common. 
The cost of the excursion, including the visit to 
Beeleigh Abbey and lunch at Colchester, is 7/6. 
Early enrolments will greatly assist organization. 

Congress Meeting. —An outstanding feature of 
the programme will be the special Congress Meeting 
at 3 o’clock on the afternoon of Saturday, June 8th, 
when speeches will be delivered by S-ro Georges 
Warmer, of Paris, and other Esperantists from 
abroad. As a mark of courtesy to our visitors, and 
to ensure an enthusiastic atmosphere at the outset 
of the Congress, every member is strongly urged 
to make a point of being present at this gathering. 
Make this a real Esperanto Mass Meeting !

ROTHESAY 

30th Scottish Congress, 17—20 May. 

Rothesay, the “Madeira of Scotland,” is 
Scotland's most ancient watering place.

Esperanto and Scouting .—A rumour has 
been circulated to the effect that the Scout 
Movement has decided to discourage the study 
of Esperanto. The attention of Mr. H. 
Martin, Director of the Scouts’ International 
Bureau in London, was called to the matter, 
and he wrote in reply : 

“The article of which you sent us a 
translation is, of course, regrettable and 
inaccurate. No one ‘deprecates’ the learning 
of Esperanto, as far as 1 know. 

As you are well aware, Esperanto is 
accepted for the Interpreter Badge ; and 
we have an International Badge which can 
be obtained by any Scout to signify that he 
speaks Esperanto in the same way as we 
have for other languages. 

All that has recently occurred is, that in 
view of the fact that Esperantists have been 
constantly pressing us to urge the study 
of Esperanto upon Scouts in preference to 
any other language, the matter was 
considered by our International Committee 
at their last meeting ; and they decided 
unanimously that they could not do so, as 
they did not consider it was of sufficient 
practical value to justify such a step.”

5b. MOOD (or MODE) is the form of the 
verb which shows how the doing, being, 

or having is represented. 

Esperanto Verbs have three moods :— 

The Conditional Mood. 

The Infinitive Mood. 

The Imperative Mood. 

(1) The CONDITIONAL MOOD is used to 

denote supposition, and the ending is 

-us 

Mi laborus, I should work ; Li skribus, 
He would write. 

Se si kantus, mi estus felica, If she were to 
sing, I should be happy. 

(2) The INFINITIVE MOOD expresses 
doing, etc., in a general and unlimited 
manner, and the ending is 

-i 

Skribi, to write ; Esti, to be ; Havi , 
to have. 

A verb in the Infinitive Mood does the 
same work as a Noun (see par. 6). 

(3) The IMPERATIVE MOOD expresses or 
implies a command or entreaty and the 
ending is 

-u 

Venu at mi, Come to me ; Bonvole 
respondu, Kindly answer. 

Note :— After verbs expressing desire, 
command, entreaty, wish, intention, etc., 
the second verb is in the Imperative Mood. 

Mi deziras, ke vi skribu, I desire you to 
write. 

Mi petas, ke vi atentu al mi, I beg you to 
attend to me—that you attend to me. 

5c. (1) A TRANSITIVE VERB expresses 
an action that passes across to some 
OBJECT. ( Trans =across). 

The OBJECT OF THE VERB* is 
indicated by the final 'N (see par. 12). 

The cat 
scratched the child. (The cat couldn't 
scratch without, scratching something. You 
may regard the ’N as the scratchmark). 


(2) An INTRANSITIVE VERB expresses 

an action which has no effect on anything 
but the doer. 

Li dormas, He sleeps. No action passes 
across, and there is no object of the verb. 

Transitive Verbs may be made intransitive 
by the insertion of the suffix -IĜ- (iĝi =to 
become). Fermi, to shut ; fermiĝi, to 
become shut ( see par. 18). 

Intransitive verbs may be made transitive 
by the insertion of the suffix -IG- (tg*=to 
cause or to make). 

Haiti, to stop. Haltigi, to cause to stop. 
* Cf. “Indirect Object” (par. 21). 

5d. PARTICIPLES. 

In English, a PARTICIPLE is a word 
that is partly a verb and partly an adjective 
(i.e., it participates of the nature of both).

In Esperanto we find also Adverb 
Participles and Noun Participles. 

PARTICIPLES are either— 

ACTIVE (invitanta, inviting) ; or 

PASSIVE (invitata, being invited)
